POUSTICSS, 


We would direct you, dear brethren, to the law and to the testimony of 
our King and Law Giver; for if we speak not according to this word, it 
is because there is no light in us. His law is plainly laid down, and his 
testimony is bound up in the New Testament. embracing all matters of 
our faith and Christian practice, and he that taketh heed thereto shall 
noterr. The want of a proper adherence to this divine rule has been 
the fruitful source from whence so much error and strife has crept into 
the Church of Christ, often bringing with it sorrow and distress to the 
saints of God. We should be a united and happy people, having a Thus 
saith the Lord to direct us in matters of faith and practice. ‘1 there 
fore, brethren, beseech you that you walk worthy of the vocation where- 
With you are called;"" for Christ is not the author of confusion. but in 
him is peace, ‘‘In the world you shall have tribulation, but be of good 
Cheer; [ have overcome the world.’” ‘Walk with all lowliness and meek 
ness, with long-suffering, forbearing one another in love: endeavoring to 
keep the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace.” For the fruit of the 
Spirit is in all goodness, righteousness and truth, providing what is 
acceptable unto the Lord, and have no fellowship with the unfruitful 
Works of darkness ; but rather reprove them, But now, many who pro- 
fess to be the followers of Jesus, suppose the Scriptures are only an out 
line of the Divine will concerning us, to be filled up by men so as to suit 
their views and circumstances. But brethren. we have not so learned 
Christ, believing a thus saith the Lord is sufficient, and he who would 
amend it, or make any alteration, only pollutes it. We believe the plan 
Of salvation is plainly laid down, and every point of faith and practice is 
Clearly set forth in the Seriptures, and we will proceed to notice a few 
of ee The sovereignty of Zion’s King wé have only glanced at, 
His setting up of his kingdom and making all necessary laws for its 
government, his electing love in the choice of his people in Christ ‘‘ae- 
cording as he hath chosen us in him before the foundation of the world, 
that we should be holy and without blame before him in love:” also, 
God hath. fron’ the beginning, chosen you to salvation through sanctifi 
Cation of the Spirit and belief of the truth. Again, ** Elect according to 
the foreknowledge of God the Father." These few passages of Serip- 
ture we think. sufficient to establish the election of grace embraced in 
God's choice of his people, is the indivisible, spiritual oneness of Christ 
and his church in the ancients of eternity. ‘ Yet, by nature, they were 


children of wrath. even as others,”” Paul said, ‘‘Moreover, whom he 
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did predestinate, them he also called;’’ also, ‘* having predestinated us 


to the adoption of children by Jesus Christ unto himself, according to 
the good pleasure of his will.’’ And now, how are they brought into 
the church militant? We find the Lord commanding those whom he 
had qualified and called to the work, saying: ‘‘Go ye, therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost; teaching them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you; and he that believeth and is baptized 
shall be saved, but he that believeth not shall be damned.’ Again, 
“They that gladly received the word were baptized.”’ Thus we have the 
preaching of the gospel by those whom the Lord sends, under the full 
knowledge that all power in heaven and in earth is given exclusively to 
Christ. He teaches the creature a full knowledge of himself and his 
dependence upon Him. He must be prepared of the Lord to receive the 
preaching, So He has arranged that His people shall glory in the Lord, 
We submit these lines for your consideration. Now may the Spirit 
and grace of our Lord and Saviour be and remain with us all. Amen.
